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ABSTRACT 

This report provides an annotated listing of 30 
institutions receiving grants from the U*S* Department of Education 
under the College Library Technology and Cooperation Griints Program 
during, 1992 in the following four categories: (1) networking grants; 
(2) combinations grants; (3) services to institutions; and (4) 
research and demonstration* These awards support networking and 
resource-sharing activities and are made primarily to academic 
libraries, although state and public libraries and other non-profit 
organizations are eligible* Also included are several institutions 
receiving grants under the categories of (1) non-co'*npeting 
continuations, and (2) biotechnology education information 
demonstration project grants* The listing format includes the 
follovTing information: college name, address, and phone number (s) ; 
the appropriated amount and number of years involved; and the name 
and description of the project* Also included is a summary listing of 
the colleges and universities receiving grants, the amount funded, 
and subtotals of funding in each category* (GLR) 
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In late September 1992, the U.S. Department of Education completed awards under the College Library 
Technology and Cooperation Grants Program. Thi 30 grants (24 new, 5 «>«t«"«*;°^«°^^ , , . 
biotechnology) totaled $6,404,000 and went to institutions in 24 states and the District of Columbia. 
These awarS support networking and resource-sharing activities and are made primarily to academic 
libraries, although state and public libraries and other nonprofit organizations are eligible. 

Authorized under Title H-D of the Higher Education Act, the program is administered by the Office of 
Library Programs within the Office of Educational Research and Improvement. Direct grants are 
awarded in the following four categories: Networking grants to plan, develop, acquire, install, 
maintain, or replace technological equipment necessary to participate in networks for sharing of library 
resources Combination grants to establish and strengthen joint-use library facilities, resources, or 
equipment. Services to Institutions grants to establish, develop, or expand programs or projects that 
improve information services provided to institutions of hi^er education. Reeearch and Demonateation 
grants to conduct research or demonstration projects to meet specialized national or regional needs in 
using technology to enhance library and information services. Funds for the Biotechnology Education 
Information Demonstration Project grant were appropriated only for fiscal year 1992. A total of 260 
applications, requesting $35,056,317, was received for the fiscal year 1992 competition. The table below 
reports the number of applications received and new awards made for each of the four grant categories. 
The biotechnology competition and the continuation awards are not included in the table.

Of the five continuation awards, four were Besesn-h and Demonrtration projects, and one was a 
NetworkiDg project. 

The total appropriation for the FY 1992 competition was $6,404,000 ($3,904,000 for Title M, 
AJ) and $^500,000 for the Biotechnology Education Information Demonstration Project). All of the 
fondTwe^ aw^ed: $3,483,045 for the 24 new grants- $420,955 for the five continuation grants; and 
$2,500,000 for the one biotechnology grant. 

Projects supported by the College library Technology and Cooperation Grants Program are very 
diverse* Below are a few examples.

University, University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, and Duke University) will develop an 
automated document delivery system using a network-based client/server approach during this 2-year 
project funded at $321,652. 

Services to Institutiona-The Westchester Academic Libraries Directors Organization project, funded at 
$358,681, is for a full text image delivery system. The system is designed to provide access to full t«a 
imag^ of periodical articles for more than 99,000 patrons at 19 institutions It will also allow a patnm 
to fost search for citations in two University Microfilms Incorporated databases usmg the basic OPAC 
commands. 

Research and Demonstration-This University of Minnesota project is designed to provide end users 
with direct access to locally owned and remotely accessed digital cartographic information by employing 
the latest mapping software and geographic information system (GIS). The 2-year project received 
$133,058 for the first year of operation.

The project will enable GSeorgetown to spearhead a collaborative program with a consortium of 41 Ubraries to 
design several dynamic- 'next generation' library system modules. The consortium, founded in 1986 to engage in 
joint Library Information System (LIS) development activities, is known as the Friends of LIS (FLIS). The project 
goals are to enhance electronic access and improve deUveiy of information in various print and non-print formats 
for resource sharinft and through this advanced system, improve medical education, research and patient care. 
There are four project objectives: (1) create internet access to shared databases; (2) accelerato transmission of 
documents to users; (3) provide OPAC aoojss to digitiied images and; (4) generate outoomee and evaluations by 
developing a Libraiy Management Information System (LMIS).
